AYS ALIEN ACT 
CANNOT STAND. 


LAWYER ASSERTS IT VIOLATES 
STATE CONSTITUTION. 


(BY FEDERAL LINE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, April 16.—([Special 
Dispatch.] Thomas V. Cator, chair- 
man of the local Board of Biection 
Commissioners and lawyer of stand- 
ing, asserts that until the Constitu- 
tion of California has been amended 
any alien iand bill like that pending 
in Sacramento is unconstitutional 

“It seems to me that the authors 
of the posed legislation have cn- 
tirely averlooked article No. 1 of the 
declaration of rights, which is a part 
of the Constitution of California, and 
which reads as follows, under the 
heading ‘Inalienable Rights of Man:’ 

“Section 1. All men are by nature 
free and independent, and have cer- 
tain inalienable rights, among which 
are those of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty; acquiring, possces- 
ing and protecting property, and pur- 
suing and obtaining safety and hap- 
piness.’ 

“If this clause were not in the 
Constitution the powers of the sov- 
éreign state over acquisition and pos- 
session of property would be  dif- 
ferent, but this provision is a guar- 
antee to ‘all men.’ 

“Japanese are men, aliens are men 
and ere guaranteed the right in Cal- 
ifornia to acquire, possess and pro- 
tect property. This includes real es- 
tate and as they are permitted to «c- 
quire the property, even by this pro- 
posed law they carninot be forbidden 
to the same, at least during 
their lifetime. 

“The Federal government having 
specifically made it impossible for the 
Japanese to make a lawful deciara- 
tion of intention to become citizens, 
it ie beyond the power of the State 
of California, under its present Con- 
stitution, to declare that property 
lawfully acquired shall be forfeited 
or escheat by the omission of the 
owner to perform an act which has 
been so made legally impossible for 
him to perform.”

Before the witnesses were calied, 
Secretary Jordan's attorneys intro- 
duced a statement addressed to the 
committee in which they had set forth 
the position Jordan is taking in the 
matter. After reciting that the fullest 
investigation is courted, the statement 
continues: 

FORMAL STATEMENT. 

_“In conducting your examination, 
the Secretary of State will insist that 
your investigation shall be confined to 
the failure to do all those 
acts or ngs which are by law made 
his duty or that of his deplties to pér- 
form, and will obpect to the Introduc- 
tion or reception of any testimony 
whatsoever having refe to his 
private affairs or the private affairs 
of his deputies. 

“In order to make still more clear 
the position of the Secretary of State 
and render un the introduc- 
tion of extraneous matters it is hereby 
admitted that during his Incumbency 
of his office, beginning with the sec- 
ond day of January, 1911,- to the 
present time, one of his assistants has 
performed under private agreement 
with sundry persons and corpora 
certain unofficial services which have 
not confliéted with her official duty, 
and which have been largely per- 
formed after office hours, which un- 
official services have consisted of the 
furnishing to such persons and cor- 
porations of memoranda and data 
taken from the documents and re- 
cords contained in the f the 
Secretary of State. 

“That for such unofficial 
she has received compensation from 
time to time, which heave not been 
paid into the State treasury and which 
Have been retained by her, and which 
are now retained by her as her own. 

“That she has done this with the 
full knowledge and consent of the 
Gecretary of Btate, and that he has 
frequently, and upon many occasions 
referred persons applying to him for 
such data and memoranda, to such 
assistant to the end that she might 
accommodate them with the infor- 
mation they desired and thereby ob- 
tain for herself extra compensation. 

“That in doing this he has followed 
a precedent which at the time of 
taking office he found to have been 
established by his predecessor in the 
said office of Secretary of State, and 
likewise a precedent established and 
followed by employees in the office 
of the Governor of the State of 
California, in the office of the State 
Printer, the office of the State Control- 
ler, the office of the clerk of the Ap-
